1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In regard to: 

Claims 1-8: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-8 is the inclusion of the method 
step of applying various beams of the frequency multiplied Nd-YAG laser output to the 
ink jet printer components to remove contaminates on the Inkjet printer components. It 
is this limitation found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination that 
has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes these 
claims allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 9-15: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 9-1 5 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of means for applying the frequency multiplied Nd-YAG laser output to the 
Inkjet printer components to remove contaminates on the Inkjet printer components. It is 
this limitation found in each of the claims, as they are claimed in the combination that 
has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record, which makes these 
claims allowable over the prior'art.
